I look forward to the 
opportunity of meeting you. In 
view of the necessary practical 
arrangem ents, I am not yet in a 
position to fix a date for the 
arrival nor can I say definitely 
who will come with me. I m ay get 
an opportunity for the first con­ 
tact concering some of these prac­ 
tical arrangem ents with your am ­ 
bassador in Stockholm.” 
A spokesman for Hammarskjold 
said he would leave at 6 p.m. to­ 
night for Stockholm, according to

York next Wednesday. 
Final arrangem tns for the trip 
will be made then. It was under­ 
stood he would take general ad­ 
visors with him, but it still had 
not been decided who they would 
be.

Declines Comment 
A spokesman was asked this 
morning how Hammarskjold inter­ 
preted the Chou invitation, but he 
declined 
to 
comment. 
Other 
sources close to the secretary gen­ 
eral, however, said the very fact 
that he was going to Peiping an­ 
swered this question. These sources 
pointed out that the Assembly had 
given Hammarskjold a m andate 
to seek release of the fliers, and, 
for this reason, he was bound to 
press the issue. 
First word of the Chinese ac­ 
ceptance of the secretary general’s 
bid was announced early today in 
a Peiping broadcaast. 


Under existing statutes it is sole­ 
ly the right of the governor to

began to deliberate the guilt or 
innocence of Dr. Samuel Sheppard 
today after solemn instructions in 
which the judge admonished: 
“ You

prejudice, sympathy or favor, or 
for the purpose of avoiding what 
you may consider an unpleasant 
task or duty.” 
It took the judge 
36 minutes to deliver his charge. 
Close Attention 
During Judge Edward Blvthin’s 
charge the seven men and five 
women on the jury swiveled their 
chair* in his direction and gave 
him close attention. 
Dr. Sheppard, 30-year-old osteo­ 
path, was seated about 12 feet a- 
wav at the counsel table. He kept 
his eyes fixed on the men and wo­ 
men of the jury throughout most 
of the charge. He is charged with 
first-degree murder in the July 4 
bludgeon slaying of his wife M ar­ 
ilyn, 31. 
After the judge was finished, he 
dismissed the 13th alternate juror, 
Mrs. Lois Mancini, an attractive 
brunette. She had sat throughout 
the nine weeks of the trial, ready 
in the event of illness or death to 
take the place of one of the regular 
jurors. 
In a 36-minute explanation of the 
law, the 70-year-old judge told the 
jury it is not necessary to prove 
motive under Ohio law. And he ex­

Would Get 100,000 Volunteers 
Yearly for Six-Month Training 


W ASHINGTON </R—The Defense Department today unveiled its 
military m anpow er program, keyed to letting 100,000 youngsters 
under 19 volunteer each year lor six months of active training to be 
followed by 9 0 years of reserve duty. While maintaining reserve 
training, they would not be subject to the draft. 


The plan, to be submitted to the 
new Congress in January, aim s at 
providing a five-m illion-m an re­ 
serve by 1959. This would include 
three million in organized, trained 
forces, subject to first call in event 
of a general mobilization, and tw o 
million in a nonorganized, nonpaid 
reserve pool. 
Under the plan: 
1. The draft would continue as 
at present. 
2. The National Guard would 
continue without major change. 
3. All of the six-m onths trainees 
would serve their reserve duty in 
the National Guard, Army or Ma­ 
rine Corps units. 
4. The Navy and Air Force 
would rely on other programs for 
their reserves. 
Joint Conference 
Asst. Secretary of Defense Car­ 
ter L. Burgess, whose special field 
is manpower and personnel, out­ 
lined the program at a joint new s 
conference with Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson. 
By way of background, Burgess 
noted that men who are drafted 
for two years of active dQty are 
now obligated to six years of re­ 
serve duty on their discharge. A s 
a result, the reserve tends to be 
constituted in large part of m en 
who have performed active serv­ 
ice. 
And, Burgess said, the truth is 
that over IV2 million members of 
the present “ready reserve” are 
not taking pnr*( in ar.y training 
and hence are not ready. The pres­ 
ent reserve is about three m illion 
but present law provides no means 
to compel training. 
President Eisenhower said at his 
news conference Wednesday that 
development of a better reserve 
system would permit some reduc­ 
tion in the active armed forces, 
now somewhat over three million. 
Restimate Size 
However, Burgess did not lay 
stress on 
that possibility 
in a 
statement outlining the proposed 
program although he said lie be­ 
lieved that under it “the active 
forces can be held at a reasonable 
size.” 
Secretary Wilson said the build­ 
up of the reserve forces w ill m ake 
it possible to maintain the regu­ 
lar forces at levels that w ill “im ­ 
pose the least burden on the na­ 
tional economy and still provide 
for military strength as it m ay be 
needed.” 
The plan would operate for only 
four years. 
Both Wilson and Burgess stress­ 
ed the necessity to review the plan 
within four years because, they 
said, new weapons and techniques 
of the atomic age may by then 
demand new training methods. 
With the program in operation, a 
young man reaching age 17 would 
have these choices as to what he 
would do about his military obli­ 
gations: 
1. He could wait for possible 
drafting. If drafted, he would serve 
two years of active duty and go 
for an additional six years into re­ 
serves subject to first call in event 
of emergency. 
2. He could volunteer for three 
years’ service in the Army or the 
Marine Corps or for a four- year 
enlistment 
in the Navy or Air 
Force. A four - year enlistment 
would, on discharge, leave an obli­ 
gation for two years in the callable 
reserve and two additional years 
in reserves.who would not be called 
until the secondary phase of mobili­ 
zation. Men who served five years 
on active duty would, on discharge, 
go into the callable reserve. 
3. He could, subject to quotas 
set by the President, enter a re­ 
serve unit directly on the under­ 
standing that before reaching 19 he 
would be called to active duty for 
at least 24 months. The total mili­ 
tary obligation for those who se­ 
lect this course will be eight years. 
Burgess said this part of the plan 
will be used particularly by the 
Air Force and the Navy, with the 
Air Force requiring a four-year ac­ 
tive duty obligation. Pentagon offi­ 
cials said that the Navy planned to 
take in about 30.000 men annually 
under this choice.

! w*ay at the counsel table. He kept 
I his eyes fixed on the men and wo­ 
men of the jury throughout most 
of the charge. He is charged with 
first-degree m urder in the July 4 
bludgeon slaying of his wife M ar­ 
ilyn, 31. 
After the judge was finished, he 
; dism issed the 13th alternate juror, 
M rs. Lois M ancini, an attractive 
brunette. She had sat throughout 
the nine weeks of the trial, ready 
in the event of illness or death to 
take the place of one of the regular 
jurors. 
In a 36-minute explanation of the 
law, the 70-year-old judge told the 
jury it is not necessary to prove 
J motive under Ohio law.

This is our Christmas Sunday 
school lesson, and, at first glance, 
it may seem strange that part of 
the Scripture for the lesson is tak- 
| en from one of the Psalm s which 
does not even mention the birth of 
Jesus or anything else about Him. 
But this 148th Psalm is a hymn 
of praise, one of the loftiest ex­ 
pressions of honor and praise to 
i Jehovah in all literature. 
This psalm of praise contains al­ 
most the identical words used by 
the Heavenly Host in announcing 
the birth of Jesus, “Glory to God 
in the highest.” The announcement 
to Joseph that a son would soon 
be born to Mary* also had cause 
for joy and praise in the declara­ 
tion that this son “shall save His 
people from their sins.” 
The prophecy of Isaiah concern­ 
ing the coming of the Messiah as a 


gift from God was to comfort Israel 
and to give them cause for rejoic­ 
ing. Also, M ary’s song a s she a j> 
proached the time for the Savior’s 
birth is one of Christendom s most 
cherished gems of glorious praise. 
Christian people are in character 
when th e y sing hymns of praise 
to Jehovah at Christmas time, it 
is our happiest season. As the 
psalmist declares, it seems that all 
people, all nature ana all things 
break forth in unrestrained joy 
when the anniversary* of the Sav­ 
ior’s birth rolls round each year. 
And why should not both heaven 
and earth rejoice at and because 
of the birth of Jesus? When w*e 
contemplate what the birth of Je­ 
sus and His subsequent earthly life 
mean to the world, we need not 
wonder khat Christmas is a time 
for praise to God and for joy with­ 
in ourselves. 
The birth of Jesus ushered in a 
new day for the world — it has 
never been the same since then. It 
has grown to be a better world in 
direct proportion to the acceptance 
of the way which Jesus came to 
exemplify in His own sinless life. 
When Jesus was born in a prov­ 
ince of Rome, there were more 
slaves in the Roman Empire than 
there were free people. Since Jesus 
came there has been a constantly 
diminishing number of human be­ 
ings subjected to involuntary servi-; 
tude. Surely this is cause for re­ 
joicing. 
When Jesus w*as born in Bethle­ 
hem, the individual lived only as 
part of m ass population. Freedom 
for the individual w^as knowm only 
by a few*. But Jesus declared that 
“Ye shall be free,” that a m an’s 
body is sacred, “The temple of the 
Holy Spirit,” that man w*as entitled 
to the fruits of his own toil, that he 
was entiled to determ ine the type 
of his own jxilitical government, j 
that each and every man should | 
have both individual opportunity 
and individual responsibility—that j 
each person should be the m aster 
of his own fate and the captain of ! 
his own soul. We can all sing prais- ; 
es to God because He sent His Son I 
to teach us the doctrine of the dig­ 


nity of man. 
Also, because Jesus came teach­ 
ing the doctrine ol respect tor wo­ 
man, she has been elevated from a 
j condition of practical slavery to 
that of queenly jxisition in both 
home and society generally. 
Jesus, also, by His earthly life, 
changed the attitude of civilized so­ 
ciety toward the cnild. When He 
was bcin the child was merely the 
means of continuing the race. Be­ 
cause Jesus came declaring that 
“Of such is the Kingdom of Heav­ 
en,” the child is now the most 
important member of society and 
the family’s chief concern. Certain­ 
ly there is good reason w*hy chil­ 
dren are happy when Christmas 
comes. 
Yes, Christmas is a time for re­ 
joicing, of praise to God. But our 
greatest cause for rejoicing then is 
not just because Jesus came as the 
Great Emancipator of human slav­ 
es, as the protector of the toiler, as 
the defender of womanhood and the 
discoverer of the child. The real 
mission of Jesus, the real purpose 
of His coming was to save people 
lrom their sins—He came as a Re­ 
deemer.
